NEAR-BY STEAMER 
RESCUES 37 MEN 


Planes and Battlecraft 
Rush to Scene of Trag- 
edy, But Hope for Miss- 
ing Wanes Fast. 


KIEL, Germany, July 26.—(4)—A 
gale-borne thunderstorm bowled over 
the three-masted German naval train- 
er Niobe off Holstein today and sent 
her and 69 men to the bottom, 
Thirty-seven persons, including the 
captain, his lieutenant, 17 of . the 
Niohe’s crew and 18 naval cadets, 
were rescued by the steamer Therese 


- Ruas. 


The steamer was passing when the 
storm struck the Niobe one mile off 
Fehmarn lightship, near Kiel. Al- 
though sevéral naval vessels and air- 
planes were soon sent to the scene, 
there was no evidence of any other 
survivors. ' 

There was a slight glimmer of hope 
that Danish fishermen may have 


“taken more survivors aboard and jand- 


ed them at the isolated settlement of 

Rodby, on the Danish island, Laaland. 

Naval officers were inclined not to 

believe this, however. , 
Cadets in Charge. 

The fact that most of the rescued 
were members of the experienced crew 
instead of the cadets who had just 
gone aboard for a sailing cruise led 


naval officers to conjecture that the 
crew was handling the ropes when the 
vessel went over. 

It was apparent to them that the 
Niobe was full-rigged and was not 
using her 240-horsepower motor. They 
thought perha, > the sudden blow came 
off land and smacked her down before 
the canvas could be reefed 

The total number aboard was only 
tentatively placed at 106, The naval 
authorities allowed for a discrepancy, 
since several cadets hea not joined 
ship because of illness 

The Therese Russ ronight trans- 
ferred the survivors, many of whom 
were reported in need of hospital at- 
tention, to the naval cruiser Koeln, 
which was due *» the naval base here 
goon, 

Among the survivors were those of 
the 50 officer cadets and 18 sub-offi- 
cer cadets, who had not gone down 
with the Niobe. 

Visited by DO-X, 

Only a few minutes. before the Niobe 
went down the giant flying boat DO-X 
which visited the United States a few 
months .go, passed cverhead en route 
from Trav emuende to Kiel. The DO-X 
swooped down and signaled a greeting 
to the young cadets and then proceed- 
ed on her way. alighting safely after 
a stormy flight.

Twitty's annowncement shared 
public interest with the appearance in 
northwestern Georgia of both candi- 
dates for,.tHe United, States senate. 

Congressman . Charles;..R: . Crisp 
spoke to a° Whitfield county’ andience 
at’ Dalton, and his opponent for the 
senate, Governor Richard B. Russell 
Jr., addressed Haralson county voters 
at Buchanan. 

Mr. ‘I'witty’s retirement from the 
race is the second since the field of 
10 candidates began the campaign. 
Arlie ‘Lucker. speaker of the house of 
representatives, withdrew last Wed- 
nesday. 

Twitty’s Announcement. 

Mr. Twitty's announcement 

follows: 


“I am compelled to withdraw my 
name as a candidate for governor be- 
cause I find I am neither physically 
nor financially. able to carry “on an 
aggressive fight during the remaining 
days of the campaign. Further con- 
duct of the campaign requires money 
beyond my means and would serious- 
ly jeopardize the welfare of those de- 
pendent upon me, That I will not do. 

“In making this announcement, I 
desire to express the deepest feeling 
of gratitude tofriends:who have. been 
active in my behalf or who*have as- 
sured me of their support. I am re- 
tiring in favor of no candidate, and 
can say with all sincerity that I with- 
draw from the race with a feeling of 
cordial friendliness toward each of 
my opponents.”

Today Governor Russell wil speak 
at Butler, while Congressman Crisp 
will return to Atlanta and remain 
Thursday and Friday for addresses 
before the Atlanta Junior Chamber 
of Commerce and the Atlanta post 
of the American Legion.

“Swing Around Circle” 
for Roosevelt Frowned 
On at Washington Con- 
ference of Leaders.

WASHINGTON, July 26.—@)— 
Congressinal democratic leaders and 
James A. Farley, new party chairman, 
talked over Roosevelt campaign plans 
today and agreed generally to stand 
on the democratic platform, including 

the repealer plank. 

The Capitol Hill pilots sent back 
word to Governor Roosevelt through 
Farley advising against the usnal 
“swing around the circle’ campaign, 
but the genial chairman’ said he 
wasn't making any bets on what the 
presidential nominee would do in this 
regard. 

Farley disclosed that the governor 
probably will open his campaign in 
the middle west some time next month, 
This speech is expected to follow 
President Hoover’s acceptance ad- 
dress on August 11 and to form a 
reply to it. The time and place were 
not announced. 

Three-Hour Conference. 


The national chairman spent al- 
most three hours in conference with 
the 25 democratic members of con- 
gress he found here. The meeting 
was in the office of Senator Harrison, 
of Mississippi. who will open’ the 
| party’ s radio drive with a speech from 
ere Friday night. 

Farley presented. his plans for a 
campaign based on state control awith 
national headquarters in New York. 
He then called for expressions from 
the congressional leaders, The round- 
table “disenssion brought ont a wide} 
variety of subjects and views, but 
Farley said “everyone agreed that to 
follow the platform was the thing to 
do, including the prohibition repeal 
plank.” 

There was talk about the wisdom 
of a_ special session of .congress next 
spring should Roosevelt be elected— 
and everyone talked most confidently 
of the election. There * as immediate 
doubt cast on the advisability of any 
decision in this regard now and some 
opposed in any event. The unhappy 
days inaugurating the Hoover admin- 
istration with a special session which 
lasted into the regular meeting were 
recalled. 

No Decision Reached. 


The upshot of the day’s conferences 
was a lot of talk and no decisions. 
After all, Governor Roosevelt is going 
to make his own decisions and this 
fact was kept in mind throughout. 

Senator Cohen, of Georgia, a new 
vice chairman of the national commit- 
tee, stood behind Farley's statement 
on prohibition, 

“The south is standing on the demo- 
cratic platform and will go over- 
whelmingly democratic,” he said. 

There was every indic.tion that the 

arty leaders believed the election 
attleground was in the east and 
middle west. Farley said he expected 
the republicans to camp in that ter- 
ritory too. 

For that reason, among others, it 
appeared to be the concensus that 
Roosevelt would do well to concentrate 
his speech-making in this region,

Dividend on Preferred. 


CHICAGO, July

Directors of the United States Steel 


Corporation proclaimed faith in the 
future of the company by declaring 
the regular quarterly dividend of $1.75 
a share on preferred stock, but an- 
nounced “that improvement in the 
business and earnings must in future 
determine dividend action on the pre- 
ferred stock,’ 

The action of Steel directors was 
somewhat unexpected as it had been 
freely predicted that the dividend 
would either be omitted or reduced. 
The announcement came too late to 
affect the stock market. It was the 
declaration of the late J. P. Morgan 
to the effect that no holder of United 
States Steel preferred should ever 
miss a dividend. 

The Studebaker corporation, auto- 
mobile manufacturers, likewise bright- 
ened the day with favorable dividend 
action, declaring the regular $1.75 
quarterly eividend on preferred stock,

EVICTION OF VETS 
STILL PUZZLES U.S. 


Evacuation Squad of 54 
Police Detailed to Duty 
This Morning. 


WASHINGTON, July 26.—QH— 
Wrecking cranes, battering at the 
sides of abandoned buildings along} 
lower Pennsylvania avenue tomorrow 
morning will demolish the shanty- 
town homes of-hundreds of the capi- 
tal’s bonus army. 

An eviction order, served on the 
veterans by the treasury, was effec- 
tive tonight at midnight, but officials, 


to enforce it until the wrecking ma- 
chinery is moved into place, 

The buildings are being demolished 
to make -~ay for new government 
structures. Straggling groups of the 
veterans were allowed to camp there 
in squalid homes several weeks ago. 

W. W. Waters,.commander-in-chief 
of the main contingent, announced to- 
night that he had instructed those 
facing eviction to make no resistance 
The hundreds more encamped on the 
Anacostia flats were advised to: re- 
main in their billets. 

A special detail of 54 ‘police has 
been ordered to report at 7 a. m. to 
serve us a special,“evacuation squad.” 

Waters and his aides unsuccess- 
fully sought tents and a camp ground 
from Secretary Hurley, of the war de 
partment, at a three-hour conference 
this afternoon. 

Secretary Mills, 
has instructed wrecking crews not to 
molest any shacks in which women ot 
children are housed, There are about 
50 women and children in the area ta 
be cleared. 

The wrecking contractor, however, 
has been notified by the company cov- 
ering his operations with liability and 
workmen's compensation insurance 
that unless the sites are cleared of all 
‘but workmen, the insurance will be 
cancelled. 

In police court leaders of another 
faction of the army, the radical ele- 
ment, were fined $40 or 40 days in 
jail for parading without a permit.

URGED FOR EMPIRE 


Monetary Readjustment 
Discussed by Nations at 
Ottawa Conference.

OTTAWA, Ontario, July 26.—(7) 
Mobilization of the vast credit re- 
sources of the British empire around 
the rallying point of a unified system 
of currency was the subject of nu- 
merous discussions today as delegates 
to the British inrperial économic con- 
ference turned their attention to the 
problem of monetary readjustment, 


Sharing interest with this develop- 
ment was a threat against the oil 
trade catried on by United States in- 
terests with members of the British 
family of nations. 

Members of the committee on trade 
within the commonwealth. who had 
heard inferential references to alleged 
price cutting by American oil com- 
panies, were reported agreed that 
when large companies forced out small 
competitors by price slashing they 
were guilty of “unfair trade prac- 
tices.” 

The committee on monetary and fi- 
nancial affairs, which is directly 
charged with the study of the unified 
currency project, will hold its first 
meeting Thursday. Among those par- 
ticipating in its deliberations wil 
Neville Chamberlain, British chancel- 
lor of the exchequer, and Sir Philip 
Cunliffe-Lister, Britain's colonial sec- 
retary. 

“One of the most active advocates 
of building up imperial credit co-op- 
eration through unified currency is J. 
F. Darling, director of the powerful 
Midland Bank of England, which pre- 
sented the plan to the conference. 

Mr. Darling acknowledged that his 
program would cause Canada some iin- 
mediate loss because Canada must 
make large payments in New York, 
but he expressed the belief that its 
ultimate benefits would be tremen- 
dous, 

He advocated organization of an 
empire super-bank which would create 
credit < all British countries and 
would prgyide for transferring pay- 
ments anrong them. 

If ise were a currency union join- 
ing the British nations, he said, the 
natural tendency - of those nations 
would be to trade together. Thus em- 


|pire trade would be automatically in- 
creased.

for additional funds, have led the city

sympathy for those who experience 
the tortures of hell from this condi- 
tion. But [ have sympathy for the 
thousands who suffer from nervous 
imposition. That's why I do all I! 
can to stop further imposition. 

On the same basis, J suppose Il 
never have true sympathy for one in 
the throes of childbirth until—

with poison ivy—I still grit my teeth 
and turn pale with distraction when 
lL think of the Jong, long nights of in- 
tolerable itching 1 coped with just on 
the eve of the announcement of the 
new one-shot or two-shot toxin cure. 
lt is so with subacromial bursitis. 
Shortly after mine wore off in the 
spring, after a long, dreary winter of 
restless aching, the diathermy treat- 
ment was introduced. 

Don’t ask me what diathermy is. 
All I know is that it is some kind of 
high frequency current which is not 
heat, but in its passage through the 
body tissues raises the temperature 
of the tissues, in a way impossible to 
achieve by means of external applica- 
tion of heat in any form. 

Prior to the development of med- 
ical diathermy—and here L wish to 
warn readers that it is not safe to en- 
trust the application of such a rem- 
edy to any other than trained medical 
hands—the bursitis sufferer had to 
choose one or the other alternative— 
to endure the pain till the inflamma- 
tion spontaneously subsides, which 
may happen in six weeks or six 
months—or to submit to operation for 
the removal or drainage of the af- 
fected bursa. 

Diathermy changes all that. With 
rare exceptions daily medical dia- 
thermy for the first two weeks, and 
treatments once or twice a week aft- 
erward, will give bursitis sufferers 
grateful relief and cure the bursitis. 
The applications usually take half an 
hour. The relief from a single treat- 
ment lasts for many hours following, 
so that the victim can enjoy a goad 
night's rest, whereas without diather- 
my he just tosses about or sits up 
and plans heinous crimes. 

Again I warn readers to be sure 
the physician who applies diathermy. 
medical or surgical, is a man of good 
professional standing and hence of re- 
sponsibility.

Rarely in Use 


NEW YORK, July 26.—(4)-—Some 
of the results of a conclave of Na- 
tional league umpires and President 
Heydler, during which knotty prob- 
lems were discussed and rules inter- 
reted, were made known today in a 
eague communique, 

The umpires expressed the general 
opinion that there had been few im 
stances so far this season of pitchers 
deliberately throwing at batters’ heads 
ard that a warning was. sufficient 
each time to stop any leaning toward 
the “bean” hall. ey decided, too, 
that pitching in the league this sea- 
son bettered anything they had seen 
in the past dozen years. 

The officials suggested that the 
massive shinguards of catchers be 
greatly reduced in size to discourage 
blocks off the plate, pointing out that 
foul tips — strike a catcher’s legs 
and that the heavy armor now worn 
has been developed chiefly for the 
illegal purpose of defending the plate 
against a runner. ‘ | 

A general interpretation of one 
phase of the rule allowing a runner 
to advance two bases on an over- 
throw into a stand or dugout was 
agreed upon. The rule says that in 
the ease of an outfielder throwing 
widely the award of two bases shall 
be governed by the Bg eages of the 
runners at the time of the throw.

For the property owner unable to 
pay his state tax,. Commissioner 
William Blodgett said Connecticut 
laws are less stringent than those 
of many other commonwea!ths. 
Whereas most states set one year 
as the limit for payment.- Conner- 
ticut has fixed the maximum at two 
years. Interest for delinquent taxes 
is three-fourths of 1 per cent: a 
month, and there are no penalties. 
Only a few property owners, how- 
ever, have taken advantage of the 
15-year provision, and the rate of 
collections has been high.

Elihu Root, Newton D. Baker, Gen- 
eral John J. Pershing and Admiral 
William S. Sims comprise a national 
advisory council of the league, formed 
to guide its fight against alleged ex- 
cessive payments to veterans and 
mounting government costs. 

These six will be no mere “figure- 
heads,” the league announced, but 
will serve in active capacity as ad- 
visors and leaders. 

A vehement plea by President Hoo- 
ver for a national group to defend 
congress in withstanding “swarms of 
lobbyists” was read before men from 
30 states assembled to ofganize the 
movement, 

“The pressures upon governments 
to spend more are ceaseless,” the 
message said, in part, “and no inter- 
mittent protests will stem the go 
Swarms of lobbyists are organized be- 
hind every form of expenditure, and 
no organized group ever defends mem- 
bers of congress who withstand their 
pressures, Ceaseless vigilance alone 
can cope with them. Every branch 
of government activity should be 
scrutinized. and of state and city 
governments as well as federal.” 

Franklin D. Roosevelt, democratic 
nominee for president, said “the 
democratic platform is clear in its 
declaration in favor of government 
economy, and also in what it says in 
relation to adequate care for war dis- 
abled veterans who have suffered dis- 
ability or disease from actual service 
in time of war or their dependents.” 

Immediate objective of the league 
is to pare off some $452.000.000 in 
payments to veterans, most of which 
it is claimed are collected for disabili- 
ties not suffered through war service.

CULBERTSON ON CONTRACT 


BY ELY CULBERTSON,

Bridge and Mathematics 


_ Bridge is not an exact mathemat- 
ical science, and the player who sees 
in Bridge only an application: of the 
law of mathematics applied to honor- 
tricks and distributional tricks misses 
the very spirit of the game. Psychol- 
ogy—both the psychology of your 
partner and the psychology of your 
opponents—is an important element 
in the bidding and play of hands at 
the Contract table. Thus, in- certain 
stages of the bidding, against one 
type of player a certain daring bid 
would be extremely poor tactics, be- 
cause that player is of the “killer” 
type, and prefers to double’ rather 
than to play the hand, while the same 
bid against another opponent would be 
extremely effective, because the oppo- 
nent in this case prefers to attempt to 
make game or part-score at his own 
bid rather than to permit his oppo- 
nents to play the hand even at a loss. 

Good Bridge playing is mathe- 
matics plus imagination plus psychol- 
ogy. The exact mixtures in any given 
rubber will differ with the make-up 
of partner and opponents. The one 
safe rule to follow is: Never, under 
any .circumstances, become a wooden 
player oz a wooden bidder.

FUND TO BE SOUGHT 
BY LE CRAW TO SEND 
JOBLESS TO FARMS 


Roy Le Craw, president of the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce, Tuesday 


said he would ask for $150,000 
through the Community Chest this fall 
to return unemployed persons to the 
idle farms of Georgia. 

Under Mr. Le Craw’s plan the use 
of idle land would be obtained from 
land owners and the unemployed of 
cities who have farming experience 
urged to take over small acreage and 
follow a live-at-home program. 

The money would be distributed 
through the Forward Georgia Com- 
mittee in loans of $10 a month per 
plow to farm families, payable in two 
annual installments at the end of the 
crop-growing pemod.

BARBOURVILLE, Ky., July 26.— 
(P)—Caleb Powers, 64, one of. the 
central tigures:in the election troubies 
30 years ago that culminated in the 
ssassination of Governor William 
bel, ‘died last night at Johns Hop- 
kins hospital, Baltimore. On his fourth 
trial he was convicted of conspiracy 
in the shooting and served eight years 
in the Frankfort reformatory until 
pardoned in 1908 by Governor A, 
Willson. Two years later he was 
elected to congress and served there 
four years, 

He is survived by his widow, two 
sisters and a brother, John Powers, 
of Florida. Ftneral services will be 
héld here Thursday. 

Powers served as one of the cen- 
tral figures in the assassination of 
Goebel, which led almost to a state 
of civil war, ar 

William S. Taylor, republican nom- 
inee-for governor, was elected on the 
face of returns and was inaugurated. 
Goebel, the democratic nominee, con- 
tested: the election oon a claim » ot 
frauds. He. filed his contest before 
the state legislature January 2, 1900. 
The legislature was controlled by the 
democrats. On January 25, between 
500 and 1,000 armed men from east- 
ern Kentucky, the mountain section, 
invaded Frankfort and took up quar- 
ters around the state capitol, deter- 
mined to support the republican can- 
didate. 

It was termed by many other Ken- 
a dan- 
gerous situation existed throughout 
the state. On January 30, a test vote 
in the. legislature made it_ apparent 
Goebel would become governor and 
that day Goebel, walking toward the 
atate capitol, was shot and®* fatally 
wounded by a rifle bullet fired from 
the window of the secretary of states 
office. 

William §S. Taylor called out the 
militia and formed a cordon around 
the state capitol. ‘He’ ordered the 
legislature to convene at London, Ky. 
The majority, democratic members, re- 
fused to go. 

Both houses of the legislature voted 
Goebel into the governorship and he 
was sworn into office on his death 
bed. He died February 3 and J. ©. 
We Beckham, democratic lieutenant 
governor, was sworn in. On March 
10 the state court of appeals decided 
for the democrats, and slowly the crisis 
passed. . 

Taylor and several others fled to 
Indiana, where he was safe because 
the governor refused his extradition. 
Powers was arrested and fried four 
times with the bitterness over the Goe- 
bel assassination being revived each 
time. Finally he was sentenced to life 
imprisonment. The year following 
Powers’ pardon by Governor Wilson, 
Pinder and the others also were par- 

oned,. '

TAMPA. Fila., July 26. —(/P)—Alex- 
ander Akerman, United States judge 
for the southern district of Florida, 
today announced that he had written 
a letter to Amos W. W. Woodenck, 
director of the bureau of prohibition 
at Washington, asking that Woodcock. 
either withdraw federal. prohibition 
investigators from Hillsborough coun- 
ty or muster a sifficient number of 
men in this territory to clean un con- 
a which he described as deplor- 
able 

The judge's letter charged local of- 
ficers with indifference to enforcement 
of state and city prohibition laws, and 
reiterated a previous statement to the 
effect that he was tired of doing all 
the police court work for this section 
of Florida unless he could get some 
co-operation from state and city 


courts. 
The letter followed a period of 
“watchful waiting” after the judge 


last December 18 had warned city 


and county Btticers that unless they 
co-operated in the enforcement of 
liquor raids that he would ask that 
federal prohibition . investigators be 
withdrawn from this county. 

A table of comparisons included in 
the letter showed that Tampa police 
arrests in liquor cases for April, May 
and June of this year totaled ¢izht. 
while the . sheriff's and constables’ 
forces, as reflected on the criminal 
court dockets, had made but one ar- 
rest under the state’s prohibition laws, 
As against these. 10 federal men work- 
ing in this county reported a total of 
81 arrests for the same period.

ROAD WORK 10 GIVE 


JOBS 10 250,000 MEN 


BY RAY BRENNAN. 
(Copyright. 1932, by The Associated Press.) 

CHICAGO, July 96.—A quarter of 
a million men working 30 hours a 
week for 11 months—that will be the 
result, a nation-wide survey indicat- 
ed today, of the $120,000.000 federal 
appropriation to aid states in high- 
way. construction. 

In virtually every state, the con- 
struction program, designed to make 
the jobless self-sustaining, was hailed 
as a vigorous step in the right direc- 
tion. 

Relief workers generally were en- 
thusiastic over the provision for a 
30-hour week, thus providing jobs for 
more workers over a longer period. 

Highway construction will be 
doubled or tripled in many states by 
the federal appropriation, which must 
be matched dollar for dollar by the 
states themselves. Governors of sev- 


eral states indicated as many as 40,- |. 


000 men would be employed at road 
work, 
Other Employment. 

In addition to the thousands work~ 
ing directly at road construction, oth- 
ers will be employed at manufactur- 
ing materials and machinery. Work 
for the unemployed also was expected 
fo better business conditions in count- 
ra communities throughout the na- 
ion, 

Highway officials of 18 states gave 
additional 
number of men to be employed in their 
territory and the total was 118,740. 
Practically every other state reported 
substantial employment increases 
would result, but estimates were un- 
available pending a check on the 
amounts to be expended for materials 
and for labor. 

California reported 16,000 men 
would be put to work extending the 
state’s improved road system; Kan- 
sas estimated 20,000, ‘and Mississippi 
. Contractors Jubilant. 
Contracting companies everywhere 
were jubilant over expectations of new 


1} jobs. Employes who have been laid 


off for months were told to “come 
back in a week or 80 and we'll prob- 
ably have something.” 

Practically every state announced 
plans | for setting a minimum wage 
scale “staggering” employment to pro- 
vide as many jobs as possible, and 
limiting employment to those with 
families and needing work, 

Florida’s proposed wage scale was 
announced at 20 cents an hour, but 
many states planned to pay union 
wages. 

North Dakota’s highway depart- 
ment eancelled vacations, began draw- 
ing plans for 500 miles of read build- 
ing, and announced the force of about 
3.000 men now employed would be dou- 
bled. Georgia and Ohio announced 
all work would be given to the needy. 

Following are reports from states 
unable to estimate probable employ- 
ment but intending to use federal al- 
lotments: 

Georgia Expenditure. 

Georgia—Maximum number skilled 
and unskilled laborers to be employed 
in expending $5,123,928 state and fed- 
eral funds. 

Illinois—Nine thousand men areats 
working on state highways and num 
ber expected to be substantially in- 
creased with federal funds. 

Iowa—Nearly $5,250,000, including 
more than $3,000,000 federal aid, to 
be spent on highways in 1933. 

Maryland—Governor Albert (€. 
Ritchie said state would withhold de- 
cision on acceptance of $1,019,570 un- 
til report on relief survey now in 
progress was completed. 

Michigan—Eight and Kg ny mil- 
lions available. including federal aid. 

Missouri—Highway officials said 
“several thousand extra men” would 
be employed if Missouri's allotment 
of $3,753.000 were granted. 

Ohio—Nearly $5,000,000 available, 
of which $3,750,000 was expected to 
go to labor, directly or indirectly. 

Oregon—State’s share of federal 
fund to be $2,000,000, with a large 
portion going toward employment. 

South Dakota—Highway officials 
declared 30-hour week impractical for 
South Dakota and wished to consider 
other technical points. 

New York—State to spend ores 
000 on highways, including $6,000,000 
federal aid. 

Definite forecasts of probable ex- 
tra employment included: Arizona, 
3,000; Arkansas, 5.000; California, 
16,000 : Colorado, 7,500; Florida, 10.. 
340; Kansas, 20.000 ; Louisiana, 8.- 
000; Minnesota, 7,000 ; Mississippi, 
9,000 : Nebraska, 8,000 ; North Dako- 
ta, 3,000 ; North Carolina, 5,000 ; 
Rhode Island, 400; Tennessee, 5,000; 
Utah, 2.000; West Virginia, 1,000; 
Wisconsin, 4,000—total, 118,,740.
